V.  Dryadale,  city  Medical  Health  Of- 
tleer.  weat  into  the  waUr  aupply 
queatton  ef  the  cityr  and  explained 
the  figures  obtained  from  the  reeent 
analyais  of  the  water  from  the  Oov 
ernment  analy.-t  «t  Victoria.  Ths 
gist  of  Dr  rjry.xdnle'a  explanation 
was  that  the  water  l«  now,  and  hsa 
been  throughout  the  entire  season, 
entirely  fit  for  drinking  purpose*, 
and  that  there  Is  not,  nor  has  there 
been,  one  eaaa  of  alekneae  In  the  city 
which  can  be  aittrlhuted  te  drinking 
of  Impure  water, 

"For  a  few  deya,"  he  said,  "there 
wss  a  bad  taste  In  the  water,  not 
only  a  b.id  tnstc,  but  there  waa  aa 

unpleaaant  kmell  to  It." 

Thlf«  wss  beiaune  the  water  In  No 
2  renervolr  had  been  drained  off  too 
fast  Into  No.  1.  with  the  result  that 
much  aediment  had  been  raiaed  and 
carried  Into  the  main  eeuroe  of  aup 
ply.  The  bad  taate  oame  from  ves- 
ctable  matter,  and  waa  net  Injarkkaa 
He  made  five  tripe  to  the  waterworka 
and  had  found  everything  as  clenn 
es  podslble.  There  wan  no  scum  on 
the  water,  not  even  floating  leaves. 
He  did  not  nee  a  ulngle  nource  of 
contamination  which  would  make  the 
water  uneuitable  for  drinking  ptir 
poaee.  There  waa  no  ehaaee  of  bsd 
drainage  frees  ,fanna.  staMee;  hog 
pens,  etc. 

Regarding  the  figuree  given  hy  the 
snalyxl.  the  doctor  pointed  out  that 
the  samples  sent  him  had  ell  been 
Improperly  taken,  and  qugted  au- 
thorities on  the  correct  method  of 
ohtilning   water   to    be  snhh/e^ 

Bearing  out  his  contention  thst  th'- 
city  water  waa  not  Injurious.  Dr.  I>rys- 
dale  points^  to  the  fact  that  at  th* 
preaeat  time  there  le  leee  elekness 
la  the  city  than  there  haajMea  for 
the  past  ten  yeere.  He  aad  take* 
the  trouble  to  verify  thia  atatemen/. 

Aid  Smith  stated  that  aa  chairman 
of  Ihe  water  committee  he  had  been 
questioned  and  blamed  for  Impure 
water.  He  said  he  wanted  the  doctor 
to  aaawer  one  queetlon.

OKNEVA,  Sept.  IS.— Ratification  of 
the  amendments  nnade  to  Article  II 
of  the  League  Mvenant  has  been  de- 
posited at  tha  League  of  Nations 
Secretariat  by  the  British  Govern - 
meat,  which  took  the  offlclsl  action 
for  the  British  Kmplr*-  as  a  whole, 
Including  C»n.\ila.  Australl.T.  iho 
Union  of  South  Africa.  .New  Zealand 
and  India. 

Article     I  ({     of    the    League,  as 
amended,    declares   that   ahould  any 
member  of  the  league  resort  to  war 
tn  dlaragard  of  iu  agreamenta  under 
pravlatta  arUelaa.  It  ahall  ba  deemed 
ta  have  eaiaasltcad  an  aet  of  war 
agatnat   all   atkar   members  of  the 
Lsague,  which  hereby  undertake  lm 
mediately  to   nubjert    it    to   tho  «e\er 
ance  of  all  trade  or  fln.mdal  relations, 
the  prohibition  of  all  Intercowroe  be 
tween  persons  residing  in  their  terrl 
tory    and    persona    i^aldinR    in  the 
territory    of    the  covenant-breaking 
state,  aad  the  prevention  of  ail  finan 
clal.  oommerclal  or  pSraonal  inter 
courae  between   persona  raaMlng  In 
the    territory    of    any   other  state, 
whether  a  meml>er  of  tha  League  or 
not.

Ham- 
ilton Wright,  of  Waahlngton,  Intonda 
acUvalyto  conUnue»her  andaavors 
to  aecure  a  limitation  of  the  produc- 
tion of  O^um  In  tho«e  countiles 
Which  grow  the  poppy  plant,  deaplte 
the  failure  of  the  Leapue  of  Nations 
Opium  CommlHslon  to  find  any  solu- 
tion of  thi.<i  problem  At  o  recent 
meeting  of  the  Opium  Commission 
Mrs.  Wright  introduoad  a  raaolutlon 
aaklag  tha  CouaoU  ot  tho  I<aagua  to 
api»roaoh  tha  govoramoata  of  Rarala 
and  Turkey  to  aacartaln  whathar 
they  are  contemplating  the  aubatl- 
tutlon  of  other  cropa  fos  such  opium 
aa  Is  produced  over  and  above  the 
legitimate  world  requirements,  but  In 
view  of  the  objections  ralaed  by  vacl- 
.'tjs  I'.uropean  deleg»tai^  jdlf  With- 
drew  her  resolution. 

The  Opium  Commission  seems  to 
feel  that  there  la  no  praotloal  way  of 
forolag  any  ladtvldual  country  to 
curb  Ita  poppy  planUng  short  ot  a 
daclalon  to  oand  an  army  ot  ontoroa- 
menta  Into  the  affectad  oountrlaa.  Aa 
nobody  thinka  aerioualy  ot  going  to 
thla  extreme,  the  experts  have 
framed  a  projeot  to  be  aubmltted  to 
the  internatloiMil  opium  conference 
In  Npvember  which  provides  for  the 
setiina  up  "f  an  International  board 
of  control  to  handle  the  whole  ques- 
tion of  nari  otic  drugs  and  whloh 
stipuUtes  that  every  ooontry  shali 
make  an  annual  satlmats  at  Ita  ra- 
qalramaata  la\oplam  akd  aaraotio 
dmga  Ilka  morphlao.  harala  aad  aay 
ealaa.  Rataaaive  powers  ara  glvaa  td 
tha  board  of  control  to  reject  any  na- 
tional aatlmate  which  is  deemed  un- 
reiMOnable.  The  experts  believe  thai 
by  this  system  national  consumption 
will  he  checked,  ar>d  that  (luite  na- 
turally   the    productlna   countiiew  will 

nnd  extensive  opium  growing  an  un- 
paylng  proposition.  • 

But  Mrs.  Wright.  Ilka  maay  othor 
Americana,,  la  firmly  eonrlaoad  that 
the  opium  avtl  cannot  be  met  ade- 
quately unlaaa  dlract  steps  are  taken 
to  limit  production  la  ooyntrlen  like 
Persia  and  Turliey.  Outlining  her 
views  lo  the  correspondent  of  ihe  As- 
sociated Preas.  .Mra.  Wright  declared 
that  there  was  no  use  whatsoever  In 
attempting  to  boycott  the  proflucing 
countries,  sa  some  people  favored 
doing,  boeauso.  in  har  opinion,  the 
prodaelog  oountrloa  aoaM  aaaMy  re- 
tort by  themaalraa  going  Into  the 
bualneaa  of  manufketurlng  narcotic 
drugs  and  by  subsequently  flooding 
the  International  markets,  not  only 
with  raw  opium,  but  with  the  hablt- 
formlng  narcotics  which  are  derived 
from  opium.  She  said  that  she
